PRESIDENT PROCLAIMS ARMISTICE 
WABHINOTON, November 11— President Wilson .issued a for- 
mal proclamation at 10 o'clock this morning annonodal^ that the ar- 
mistice with Germany had been signed and that he wtald read the 
terms of the armistice with Germany before a joint seMion of Con- 
gress today. Arrangements were made for a joint aession at 1 
o'clock this afternoon. The proclamation follows: 

"My Fellow Countrymen; The armistice was signed this mom 
ing. Everything for which America fought has been accomplished. 
It will now be our fortunate duty to assist by example, by sober 
ftlendly council and by material aid in the estabUshinent of just 
demooraey thnrai^out the worid.

COPENHAGEN, November 10— Another attempt on the life of 
Prince Henry of Prussia has been made at Flensburg, where he was 
in seclusion in a villa. The reanU of tiir attempt fariMiknowttr but 
It is believed that he escaped. 

According to a frontier message, Princess Heinrich, wife of the 
grandson of Ludwig III, of Bavaria, was wounded in the arm when 
flred upon as she was fleeing from Munich.. She and her husband 
are now hiding in southern Bavaria with the Prinoeas Adelphi, wife 
of Prince Adelbert. Emperor William's third son. 

The Danish frontier is being strongly guarded by the German 
soldiera' oouncU. This is being done, it is stated, in order to prevent 
the escape of rich people, gonerals and other high officers. 

All national cockades and the eagle on the helmets of soldiers 
have been removed, being replaced by a red band. 

The wearing of the iron cross has been strictly prohibited. 
Berlin was oocnpied by forces of the aiddiera' and wtnkmen's 
councils on Saturday afternoon, according to a Wcdf bureau report 
received here. 

The railway stations in the entire industrial dlstrieta of Oermany 
from Dortmund to Duisbnrg have been occupied by soldiers' coun- 
cils, according to a dispatch from Essen. There were no disorders. 

German guard vessels in the mine fields off the great belt and 
little belt have left their stations. The crews forced the officers to 
leave the veaa*la and then hoisted the red flag. 

Six more cruisers flying the red flag arrived at Hamburg last 
night, says a Wolf News Agency dispatch received here. The city of 
Hambnig is generally quiet. 

It is stated that Hnga Haase, Socialist letidMr -in tha Reichstag, 
has the situation in Hamburg in hand. 

Emperor William's abdication was received on Saturday after- 
noon at Berlin with general rejoicing whidi wu tempered by the 
fear that it had oome too late. 

Friederich Ebert, the Socialist leader, has been appointed im- 
perial chancellor. He has issued a proclamation saying that he plans

ROLLAirD 

The German people, for a generation the obedient and submis- 
sive servants of their war loard, for more than four years his pliant 
instnunentt in ravaging the world, have spoken a new word, and the 
old Oermany is gone. From the confused, sometimes conflicting and 
often delayed advices from Germany in the last two days, it has now 
beoome apparent that William, emperor and king, has been stripped 
of his power. He is now jdain William Holiensollem, a fugitive in 
BoDaad. With his ttXl topples into ruin WUliam'a mad design to 
rule the world. 

LITTLE KNOWN OF SITUATION 
Little is known of the situation today in Oermany for that coun- 
try is in the first days of its new adventure. It is not clear whether 
this old regime has been permanently dislodged or whether the new 
authorities, with the unscrupulous adroitness which has long marked 
German poUtios, are merely sacrificing the chief figurehead or kais- 
erism in the hope of obtaining and easier peace. It appears probable, 
that no one in Germany knows, and that it is still to be determined 
which of the contending elements will gain the upper hand. ^ 

Revolution is spreading rapidly, and from the fact that^ So- 
cialist is now chancellor it may be gathered that the object of the 
revolution is not merely the quick ending of the war but the com- 
plete sevetanoe of the political ties wUoh atlU Und the nation with 
its past. 

PROBLEM HAS CHANGED 

For the Allies the problem has changed. The countries which 
fought Germany and her vassals for more than four years have 
emerged from it completely triumphant, but within the borders of 
the countries which menaced the peace of the whole world stalks re- 
volt, famine and anarchy. The world's next task may be to restore 
rder in the desolated Central Empires. It may be the lot of the forces 
who have successfully contested Germany's greed for power to save 
her from the fate she imposed on Rnasia. Likewise help will have to 
be given Anrtria^Hnngary, Bulgaria and Turkey, whos ruin Ckrmany 
wrought. 

Th German empire was the last of the great autocracies whose 

all marks the real significance of the war. In Russia Austria-Hun 
gary, and finally in Germany, irresponsible power gave way before 
the irresistible forces of democracy. Germany, holding on to the last, 
kept up the hopeless struggle .until Field Marshal Von Hindenburg's 
prophetic words early in the war came true.

The attitude of the Toy Manufaotnren of the United States, who 

are holding a confereiu'o in New York, towaid tlit shipment of 4,- 
000 oaaes of German toys recently urrivt d at llmt port is indicntivo 
of tbft pttblio feeling against German importations in general. Some 
of the dealers to whom the shipment is consigned have signified 
their intention not to neeept tlie toys. The conference has adopted 
retolutions "with the hope that all loyal Amerieans will emulate 
the splendid example of those dealers and steadfastly refuse to ac- 
cept, distribute, or use toys made by a nation of fiends." 

Yet the German trade with tins coinitry in toys iind otlier pro- 
i V • Ih' "resident wishes to perpetuate. That 

is the oflieial inierpreiation j^laeed on hisfeace Term No. 3, in wliicli 
he favors the oliiiiination of nil .•conoiiiie harriers nmoii^r nations 
Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, Democratic Chairman of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, has declared the President's language 
to mean ihnt if Term No. 3 l)eeomps a part of the treaty of peace "it 
would be then improper for the United States to adopt a tariff dis- 
criminating between nations." In other words (ierman toys would 
have to come into this country on precisely the same terms as similar 
importations from France or l-'ngland. and otlier products would 
receive the same generous treatment. 

The American people see a difference between toys made by a 
nation whose soldiers find pleasure in cutting off the hands of chil- 
dren and impalling bahies on Ih 'ir biiyonets, and those manufac- 
tured by the peasants of a country that lias endured the trials and 
ucrifices of France. As indicated by the action of the association 
of toy manufaeturers in New York the people will demand that the 
German products be ketp from their markets, in spite of the at- 
tempt of the President to bring them in on an e(|ual footing with 
the manuf.ieturers of other countries. If Mr. Wilson wishes to avoiil 
in overwhelming storm of disapproval he will do well to put I lie soft 
pedal on all further mention of Term No.

"It was a great experience that sent 
me away from Indiana with a realisa- 
tion of what tbe patriotism of the 
farmers mean In tbe war. > All are do- 
ing the utmost possible to Increase 
the food supply and I felt it a priv- 
ilege to isork with them. ^ You see, i 
am aa Anglo-Amerloan. or perhaps i 
should say, an Amerloan-Anglican, for 
I was bom in Callfomlo and reared In 
Rngland. where they always think. me 
decidedly American.

Of horses in commercial cImnneU are 
exposed to contagion, does it assume 
an'ensootio or epizootic form. Vnlike 
certain other InTectious diseases, one 
attack of influensa does not grant a 
lasting Immunity.

, outbreaks obtained at intet^als from 
1813 to 1883, one of which waa that of 
1870.73, In connection with the Pran- 
oo-l'nisslan Wnr. Tlie Urst recorded 
appearance of eiiuiiio influenza In 
Niprlli America was In KfiCi. I'r()l)al)ly 
tlu! most severe onllireak. Iidwcver, 
was tlial of 1X7(I-7l'. wlicii it siircad 
over llie entire country I'rnni C.nnada.

II 
certainly has the cluirachuisi ic of ex- 
treme diffuslbility, leadiiii; to 'spread 
of disease over a larse area of the 
country In a few days, the outbreak 
running its course despite all efforts 
to prevent it, and the Infection grad- 
ually subsiding without aaalgnable 
cause. 

The symptoms are those of fever. In 
some cases, preceded by a chill. There 
is great prostration and depression of 
muscular force; the visible mucous 
membrances, especially those of the 
eye, become a deep saffron, ocher, or 
violent red color, from which fact 
the term 'pinkeye" has been ulven 
the disease. There is a Mval diminii- 
lion or total loss of a|ipetile and a 
ra|dd loss of llesh. which frei|uenlly 
roaches ;iii to iiound* I'or eacdi L'l 
hours. In uncomplicated cases, the 
I fe\er abates after ti to HI days, and 
1 Ihere is a neiiural restoration to 
j health. The death rate Is relatively 
low (during the epidemic of 187:; vary- 
ing from 2 to 7 per cent), the hlRher 
rate occurring among city horses. The 
complications are many and some 
times serious. Among such are those 
of the Intestines and lungs. Pneu- 




monia, one of the frequent complica- 
tions, is always serious, as it affects 
the animal when reduced la strength 
and resisting power.

"The almost ideal weather of Octo-

Mr. Kirk was recommended to the 
Fiscal Court by Mr. Morgan, Director 
ot Agents for the State, who is em- 
ployed by the State Experimental Sta- 
tion. Mr. Morgan recommended that 
the Fiscal Court appoint a represonta- 
tire in each precinct together with 
t' ree representatives of the Chamber 
o' Commerce, to constitute a county 
b lard that would meet once each 
nonth and advise with the County 
Agent, relative to llie work licinj: 

This tlie I^'iscal Coiiii ili.l anil 
Mr. Morgan sent Mr. Kirk iluriiiu He- 
tober. at the exiieiise of I he lOxperi- 
meutal Station so the licKinl c mild in- 
terview him and ascertain win ihc; lie 
was the proper man for Mason coun- 
ty. From the start Mr. Kirk made a 
most favorable impression with the 
Board and they recommended his re- 
tention by the Fiscal Court, wMph was 
done. 

We have, on -numerous occaaions, 
heard people inquire as to the duties 
of a County Agricultural Agent, and 
we doubt if all the farmers of Mason 
county really know what the United 
States, State of Kentucky and Fiscal 
Court of Mason county are trying to 
do for them through the employment 
of the County Agricultural .\gcnt. 

First of all, let inc stale Mr. Kirk 
is no "Paper l'"arincr." which term i.-^ 
applied to men wlio can tell you how 
to do a thing I from the literature they 
they have read) but have never had 
practical experience on the farm. Mr 
Kirk's father was formerly a native of 
Maaon county and Mr. Kirk was 
raised on the farm, experiencing all 
the enjoyments and hardships of farm 
life. Several years ago he completed 
his agricultural course In the Uni- 
versity and then began applying the 
knowledge he has gained at the Uni- 
versity. He has had a few years ex- 
perience managing his own farm since 
leaving the rnivcrsity, and has had 
ample opportunity to learn that there 
Is a practical side to farming and not 
all theory. Ho many studenl.s are 
great on c-xiMMinicnis but they often 
fo -get that the farmer's biggest job is 
to earn a living first, and that he can 
orly adopt policies that have passed 
the experimental stage.

We are developing a won- 
derful creamery business and It has 
by no means reached its limit Bvery 
month shows a marked Increase in 
butter fat that is sold Into this city 
or shipped to Cincinnati from here. 
We hone that some of our prominent 
men like Mr. Glascock will at sonic 
lime in the near future take it upon 
tlu'iuschcs and bring lo this county 
several carloads of line cattle and sell 
lliem out to the farmers. 

Two or three carloads of cattle 
could be bought at a very reasonable 
figure in the north west and sold to 
the Individual at a correspondingly 
low price. 

The County Agent can also tell you

PHOENIX HOTEL AT LEXINGTON 
PEMALIEED 



l/ouisvllle. N'oveiiiljer 11 — The Phoe- 
nix Motel, of Lexington, Ky., a land- 
mark in Ihc IlUu'grnss section and one 
of the most popular hostelcrics in the 
South, has been heavily iicnalized by 
the Food Administration for violation 
of the rules governing conservation of 
wheat flour and sugar. Federal Food 
Administrator EYed M. Sackett made 
annonneement of the decisions today 
after receiving notice that the penal- 
ties had been approved by the En- 
forcement Division, Washington. 

Upon Investigation by the Bakery 
Division It was found that the Phoe- 
nix Hotel had not been living up to 
the rules of the Food Administration. 
Investigation of the hotel's sugar rec- 
ords by .Tames Combs, Lexington City 
Food Ailniliilstrator. disclosed the fact 
that the hotel had failed to keep Its 
sugar records properly and had mixed 
the sugar allowed for specific pur- 
pose-; to lis iliffcicnl departments, in- 
( hiding the hotel proper, the bakery 
anil the bar. 

In lieu of the penalties prescribed 
by the Enforcement Division, which 
Included discontinuance of the bakery 
during the remainder of the war and a 
reduction in the quantity of sugar al- 
loweo to the hotel, the Phoenix Hotel 
made a voluntary offer of compromise. 
The terms of this offer included sus- 
pension of the bakery license for thir- 
ty days, Involving closing of the bak- 
ery for that period, and a contribution 
to the lied Ctosb of $1,000 for failure 
la live up lo the bakery rules: and a 
.ontribution lo tlie Ued Cross of $-i"i 
'i>r riiiliilrc lo keep proper sugar rc( - 
urils and observe the rciinireiiieiils 
';overning the use of sugar. 

This offer was accepted by the En- 
forcement Division and the penalties 
liecame effective today.
